after which they may pattern 
their lives. 


"Mothers expect children to take 


their religion voluntarily, absorb 
it as they wish, yet these same 
mothers shove their children into 
society, county clubs and the lead- 
ing rolls of a class play. Racial 
prejudices and opinions on many 
subjects are born at a mother's 
knee. 


"I take my hat off to the youth

Four fugitives were known to 


be desperate and dangerous. Law- 
rence Devol. who led the break, 
was with Arthur Barker and Alvin 
Karpis when they raided a Min- 
neapolis bank in 1932 and killed 
two officers and a civilian. 


Before being transferred here, 


Devol has been in solitary con- 
finement in Stillwater penitenti- 
ary, where he had been sentenced 
to a life term.

Crushed in Wreck on 


Kingston Highway 


Sidney E. Postle, 42, mechanic, 


«rf 1819 S. Parsons-ave, Columbus, 
is in Berger hospital with a de- 
pressed fracture on the right side 
of the head, and Emerson Sey- 
mour, 23, of the same address, is 
in the county jail as the result of 
a gruesome auto accident Satur- 
day at 11:30 p. m. on the Kingston- 
pk at the Scippo creek bridge. 


The Ford sedan in which the 


men were riding struck a guy pole 
near the west end of the bridge, 
crushing one side of 
the 
car. 


Postle's condition is serious but 
his physician, Dr. E. L. Mont- 
gomery, reported there is a pos- 
sibility he will survive. Seymour 
suffered a badly cut right hand and 
a laceration on the forehead. He 
is being held by the sheriff for in- 
vestigation. No charges had been 
filed Monday morning. 


Reported to Police 


The first report of the accident 


was received by the city police 
department, officers referred the 
information to Sheriff 
Charles 


Radcliff. The sheriff, Deputy Earl 
Weaver, Prosecutor Ray Davis and 
Morris Boggs investigated. 


When they arrived at the scene 


they found Postle in the car, his 
head crushed. Persons who had 
gathered around the wrecked . ar 
told the officers another man who 
waa in the automobile had disap- 
peared. Postle was removed to the 
hospital in a county car and offi- 
cer* searched the district but 
could not find Seymour. 


Youths who had been swimming 


la the creek said they had seen the 
car speeding down the road. Af- 
ter the crash the driver is said to 
have backed the vehicle from the 
ditch, drove about a mile up the 
road, then returned to the bridge. 
Sheriff Radcliff said he found a 
whiakey bottle about two-thirds 
empty In the car. 


Barly Sunday Seymour appeared 
•t the office of Dr. Montgomery 
for treatment. 
Sheriff 
Radcliff 


was notified and took Seymour to 
the county jail for questioning. 
•- • fl*ymour said he could remem- 
ber nothing of the accident nor of 
driving through Circleville. He 
Mid the affair was "like a dream." 
He was unable to tell the sheriff 
who waa driving the car or the 
Aill name of his companion. They 
lived in the same rooming house, 
h* explained, and planned to at- 
tend a dance at Kinnikinmck. He 
•aid he could remember of lying 
down in a ditch but when he awak- 
ened Sunday morning he was in a 
barn near a corn crib.

^ foolhardy to attempt to predict how 
many ballots it will take to nominate or 
defeat Governor Landon as presidential 
standard - bearer of the R e p u b l i c a n 
Party.

FAKE HIM BACK 


where Representative Marion A. 


Zioncheck, of the State of Washington, 


belongs properly is a question which may 
inspire some differences of opinion. Just 
how Mr. Zioncheck came to be sent to the 
House of Representatives from his district 
in Washington is a question which cannot 
easily be answered. It may at least 
be 


maintained successfully, however, that he 
does not belong in Congress. 


The name of Mr. Zioncheck has been in 


the news almost constantly 
for 
some 


months. He has been arrested for drunken- 
ness and disorderly conduct, for speeding, 


contempt, resisting an officer, for a 


'brawl with his landlady. He has 
been 


charged with jumping his bail bond. He 
•was involved in an automobile accident and 
A riot in Porto Rico, incidental features of 
Ihis wedding trip. Back in Washington, his 
^antics resulted in his detention on a lunacy 
charge. It is inconceivable that the State 
of Washington or the nation can derive any 
benefit from the continuance of Mr. Zion- 
check as a member. His conduct, in fact, 
reflects discredit upon that body and upon 
his State. The young man is obviously at 
least irrational and it would be a kindly 
and a thoughtful thing if he were taken 
in hand and sent back to Washington, per- 
haps to a suitable institution for rest and 
treatment. 


HOOVER'S SPEECH 


The particular source of their worry is 


the speech the ex-President is scheduled 
to make from the convention rostrum. Ori- 
ginally it was understood that Hoover 
would not go to Cleveland and that his 
picture would not decorate the convention 
hall. He was not a candidate. 


Then, by a surprise maneuver, 
Old 


Guard leaders put him down for a speech. 
Caught unaware, the Landon managers 
swallowed hard, hastily issued an approv- 
ing statement. 


But it fooled no one. It was an open se- 


cret that they secretly opposed giving Hoo- 
ver any opportunity to loose his pent-up 
resentment. To them it seemed like play- 
ing with matches in a power house. 


For when he addresses the Republican 


delegates herein assembled, Mr. Hoover, as 
head of the Party, will have a Heaven-sent 
opportunity to counsel them on the sort 
of candidate they should select and with- 
out even mentioning Landon's name, he 
can, if he so desires, make an indirect but 
extremely effective attack against the man 
who at present is so far out in front 
as Republican nominee. This has been done 
before, notably by Bryan at the famous 
Baltimore Convention in 1912. With the 
nomination almost in the hands of Champ 
Clark, Bryan's oratory turned the tide and 
enabled Woodrow Wilson to win. 


An adroitly handled attack might put 


Landon in Champ Clark's position, and no 
one knows this better than his managers. 


A new comet of the ninth magnitude has 


just been photographed at Harvard. These 
pre-season appraisals are often a little ex- 
aggerated, however, and it may be that he 
will be hard-pressed to make even the sec- 
ond team. 


The more we learn of the antics of Re- 


presentative Zioncheck the more apparent 
it becomes that the voters of Seattle had 
ulterior motives in sending him 2,000 miles 
away to Washington.

Even if Hoover does not rock the Landon 


boat, Landon managers are casting ner- 
vous eyes in the direction of the lion from 
Idaho.

Nothing could be more unfair, for 


there la not one jot of proof that 
aluminum cooking utensils do any 
harm whatever. 


The claims are notable for the fact 


that they bring forward no facts In 
proof. For Instance, "a cancer spe- 
cialist" Is quoted as saying, "Alumi- 
num has been shown to be one of the 
great sources of chronic poisoning 
(about one-fourth teaspoon per per- 
son dally). It Is one of the sources 
of chronic poisoning which Is can- 
cer producing:. Can we wonder that 
this disease Is Increasing by leaps 
and bounds?" 


That is simply a flat statement. It 


contains no proof and Is not sup- 
ported by the opinions of those who 
ar» recognized as having made the 
most careful study of cancer. 
If 


luch scare-head remarks are broad- 
cast, has not the public the right to 
demand that they be accompanied by 
definite evidence to support them? 


Little Weight Given by Expert* 
How little weight l«*elven mich 


deaa In conservative medical quar-. 
era may be deduced from the fact 
hat hundreds of hospital kitchens 
are equipped with aluminum, Includ- 
ng the Palmer Memorial hospital at 
Boston, an Institution for the treat- 
ment of cancer and other chronic dis- 
eases. 


Befora aluminum cooking utensils 


were put on the market, the effect 
was carefully tested on a number of 
mman volunteers. 


Careful analysis of foods for three 


meals cooked In aluminum utensils, 
with both alkaline (that Is, baking 


la) and acid (vinegar) reactions, 


show that the totel amount of alum- 
nurn in the food was less than one- 
fifth of a grain. This does not look 
very much like one-fourth of a tea- 
spoon a day. 


It Is perfectly Impossible for any- 


one to prepare a diet entirely free of 
aluminum. 
The earth's crust con- 


tains 8 per cent of aluminum as 
compared with 5 per cent of Iron 
and 3 per cent of calcium. Aluminum, 
according to Dr. C. W. Edmunds, for- 
merly professor In the University ol 
Michigan medical school, is an ele- 
ment widespread In nature, In the soil 
and In plants and, therefore. In drink- 
ing,water and practically all foods. 


Even so, aluminum. If taken Into 


the stomach. Is absorbed In infinitesi- 
mal quantities, and most of It passei 
out of the system without ever hav- 
ing entered the blood. 
Late re- 


searches .on the subject have even 
inquired 
Into tha 
possible 
harm 


which might bo done by aluminum K 
it did enter the blood. Doctors Evel- 
eth and V. C. Myers Injected alumi- 
num Into the veins of dogs for a long 
period. It was thus put directly Into 
the blood stream. The dogs showed 
no !U effects, and most of the alumi- 
num waa thrown off by the kldneyf 
or In the bile, with only slight trace* 
remaining in the liver and spleen.
